The body of Adams, 24-year- 
old former St. Louisan, was 
found yesterday morning in a 
drainage ditch along New Halls 
Ferry road, one-half mile west 
of State Route 140, in north St. 
Louis county. Adams had been 
shot five times at close range. 

A man observed near the 
scene about the time the mur- 
der was believed to have been 
committed was described as tall 
and thin, a, description fitting 
that of one of the three persons 
being sought. Coroner Raymond 
I. Harris of St. Louis county 
said the shots that killed Adams 
were apparently fired by some- 
one taller, . 

Convict Admits Warning. 

Barnes, interviewed by two 
county detectives at the prison 
where he is serving 15 years, 
acknowledged he, had sent a 
warning to Adams through 
emissaries two months ago to 
stay away from his wife. 

He also said he learned that 
Adams, who had been living in 
Chicago with Mrs. Barnes, was 
planning to come to St. Louis 
this month. Adams and Mrs. 
Barnes arrived here Friday 
night.

Dave Beck was removed today 
as a vice president of the AFL+

Executive Council after the 
Council found him guilty of 
gross misuse of Teamster Union 
funds. 

The council’s action was taken 
at a closed-door session in a 
voice vote in which the 25 mem. 
bers present voted unanimously 
for Reck’s removal after he re- 
fused to answer a series of 
charges relating to the handling 
- union funds and other activi- 

es. 

Specifically, the council took 
action against Beck under a 
provision of the AFL-CIO con- 
stituiion, which provides it can 
remove any officer it finds 
guilty of “malfeasance and mal- 
administration.” 


In announcing the findings,

George Meany said: 
| “Whether he viola any 


law, state ‘or federal, dealing 
with theft, misappropriation or 
embezzlement, is not for us to 
consider or determine. 


Completely Guilty. 
“There is not the faintest 
question in our minds, how- 
fever, that he fs completely 
guilty of violating the basic 
trade union law that union funds 
are a sacred trust belonging to 
|the members and to be pro- 
tected and safeguarded for the 

interests of the members. 
“Whether Beck stole the 


official to use money belonging 
to dues-paying members for his 
own personal gain and profit. 

“A full record of these 
charges was presented to Vice 
Presidént Beck prior to this 
hearing. He does not choose 
to answer. On the basis of 
these facts and conclusions, the 
Executive Council finds Dave 
Beck guilty as charged and re- 
moves him as a vice president 
of the AFL-CIO and as:a mem- 
ber of the Executive Council.”

Another Power Struggle. 

Consequently, another power 
struggle is impending between 
the top Administration leaders 
and. the Democratic leadership 
of the Senate. 

The issue will arise, and 
probably will be settled, in this 
session of Congress in the de- 
bate on a bill introduced by 
the Administration to, create a 
permanent. United States in- 
formation service that would 
guarantee tenure of status to 
USIA employes. They do hot 
have such job security at 
present. 

Mansfield agrees that some 
propaganda activities must con- 
tinue for the foreseeable future. 
He also is in favor of giving 
job security te the propaganda 
officials, but only after the 
present staff of the USIA is 
carefully relieved of its less 
competent officials and moved 
into the permanent foreign 
service in the State Department. 

Secretary Dulles’s arguments 
against the move are as follows:

2. Transfer of the agency 
to State would harm both the 
policy and propaganda activi- 
ties of the Government. It

struments of the Government. 
This inevitably would limit 
the propagandists in what 
they could say. 

3. The State Department 
would become an unwieldy 
instrument with a vast and 
dissatisfied staff if large num- 
bers of propagandists, many 
of them foreign nationals, 
were added to its rolls. This 
also might add to the serious 
task of maintaining the se- 
curity of its activities. 

Threat to Larson. 

It also is argued that Arthur 
Larson, present head of the 
USIA, would be greatly weak- 
ened by being placed in a sub- 
ordinate position in the State 
Department. He now sits on the 
Administration’s central foreign 
policy-making body, the Na- 
tional Security Council, and on 
the Operations Co-ordinating 
Board, which is charged by the 
President with seeing that all 
agencies carry out the Presi- 
den’s decisions in the foreign 
policy field.

There is no publicly known justification for 
an intérim appointment. 

Service on the board by a third director who 
might or might not be confirmed by the Senate 
could only further disrupt. an already sadly 
damaged morale in TVA, oncé among the finest- 
spirited in the Government's service. 

If, furthermore, the interim device is used 
as a cushion against disapproval in the Senate, 
it will be a tacit admission that the appoint- 
ment is not a strong one. 

Let the President name a man whose qualifi- 
cations will speak for themselves. There will 
then be no néed to fear the réaction of the 
Senate.

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Five Billion Unproved Dollars 

Former President Hoover is doing the cause 
of governmental reform no good by continuing 
to make unprovéd and unprovable claims that 
multi-billion-dollar savings are possible through 
adoption of his proposals. The first Commission 
on Organization of the Executive Branch which 
he headed, under President Truman, got into 
trouble on this very point. Its claims that huge 
monetary savings would follow adoption of its 
suggestions were branded by the Senate Com- 
mittee on Government Operations, to which the 
commission's report was referred, as “not based 
‘on fact” and “grossly unfair to the Congress.” 

Mr. Hoover's contention now that five to six 
billion dollars a year could be saved through 
adoption of his second commission's recommen- 
ddtions has met a similar fate. Chairman Clar- 
ence Cannon of the House Appropriations ‘Com- 
mittee brands it “vicious propaganda ... as 
phony as a $3 bill.” Would it not be better 
to present these proposals for what they can 
demonstrably do? . 


On the People’s Date . 

The principle that ought to guide the Alder- 
men in deciding the date on which to call the 
Charter election is as clear, as simple and as 
uncomplicated as can be. 

Since the sole purpose of the election is to 
obtain an expression of the popular will, the 
Aldermen should set a daté that gives the great- 
est number of citizens an opportunity to cast a 
dallot. 

In our judgment that principle can best be 
implemented by an election Oct, 8 as suggested 
by .Mayor Tucker. The Aug. 6 date that seems 
in such high favor with the Aldermen is the 


least likély of any date to meét the principle of 


“opportunity for the greatest number.” Some 
people would be on vacation then; others might 
be lulled into*apathy by the warm weather, 

About all that can be said for Aug. 6 is that 
it would give Charter proponents another first- 
class issué. Yor an election then would fepre- 
sent a last-ditch attempt by the bosses of the 
Democratic City Committee, working through 
their friends in the Board of Aldermen, to frus- 
trate the popular will and to kill the Charter. 

In‘any event, the main task is to get the Char- 
ter to a vote, On the basis of the balloting for 
Freeholders a yéar ago, Mayor Tucker and the 
Charter’s proponents énjoy tremendous popular 
support. They have the votes. The problem 
will be to get them out. ) 

If the Aldermen want to be difficult by call- 
ing the élection for Aug. 6, they will only draw 
the issue with the force of a slap in the face. 
And they may find that they have over-reached 
themselvés. In so brazenly trying to keép 
voters away from the polls, they may well bring 
them out In decisive numbers, 


Call the election—on the people's date pref-” 


erably; on the politicians’ date if the Aldermen 
insist. But call the election. Let the voters 
decide. 


| Not a Fair Trial 
The House action to kill the acreage reserve 
part of the soil bank plan would bring a legisla- 


tive death without a fafr thal. Conséquently 
Senator Russell of Georgia, whose subcommit-

tee will handle the House bill, says, “I am not : 


going to rush this bill to the Senate.” 

Housé members had complained that the 
acreage reserve funds were being wastéd with- 
out reducing farm production and surpluses. 
So they voted 192 to 187 to prohibit further 
monéy for this purpose. In reply, Secretary of 
Agriculture Benson stated that if there was 
waste, it resulted from relief provisions which 
Congress wreté into the act. 

On this score Mr. Benson is right. He origi- 
nally proposed the soil bank to help reduce 
surpluses. But last year Congress added pro- 
visions for payments to wheat farmers who had 
not been able to plant because of drouth, and 
to corn farmers who had planted if they would 
plow up the corn, and so on. Most farmers had 
planted before the soil bank plan became efféc- 
tive. So the plan did not have a full test, and 
its main purpose last year was relief to the 
farmer, not reduction of surplus production. 

Actually 1957 should provide the first real 


- test for the soil bank. This year farmers have @ 


full 12 months in which to plan the removal of 
soll bank acreage from production. 

While it hardly seems likely that the soil 
bank, at its best, can be a decisive answer te 
crop surpluses, it might prove of help, and it

In an interview with the Post-Dispatch, Eero

In essence, the arch is the memorial. Proposals 
to omit or deface it are in effect proposals to 
abandon the memerial’s basic concept. It is 
good to know that the Park Service de¢lines to 
consider this a feasible course of conduct. 

We quite agree with Mr. Wirth that it is time 
to put the project up to Congress for definitive 
action. A provision in the present law bans use 
of any initial funds for construction of the arch. 
It i¢ not certain just how or why this rider was 
attached. So long as the project hung fire it 
could be regarded as academic. But now that 
the Park Service is moving toward a definite 
completion déadline—1964, the two-hundredth 
anniversary of St. Louis— it is well to get the 
full devglopment plan on the statute books. 

This means finding out who is for and who 
against the arch, If the railroads are against 
it they should come out into the open and say 
why. If they are not against it, they should 
make that plain, too. We prefer to hope that 
the railroads will work with rather than against 
the community, and will decide to make a pos- 
itive contribution to the realization of this great 
memorial inspiration. 4 
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Holding the Line in Steel 

If the Eisenhower Administration méans to 
kéep the lid on the inflationary forces boiling 
beneath the economy's surface, it will be 
obliged to give priority attention to steel. 

The steel companies evidently are out to 
boost prices in the near future, and if that hap 
péns the price of everything made of steel will 
follow right along. 

According to Joel Hunter of Pittsburgh, presi- 
dent of Crucible Stee] Co., industry prices prob- 
ably will go up shortly after July 1. Mr. Hunter, 
who was in St. Louis on businéss the other day, 
made it quite plain in his talk here that justifi- 
eation for the hike will be based on wage in- 
creases due to become effective on that date. 

The wage increments to which Mr. Hunter 
referred represent the second stage of a three- 
year package deal negotiated last year. That 
agreement provided increases variously esti- 
mated at from 45 to 55 cents an hour over the 
full three-year period. Shortly after the labor 
contract was buttoned up, big stéel boosted its 
prices by a whopping $8.50 a ton. It was the 
largest single price advance put into effect 
since the end of World War II. 

Whether last year’s price boost merely cov- 
ered last year’s wage boost—or whether it cov- 
ered ft and then some—is something the public 
ds not in the best position to judge. Nor is the 
public in position to judge how mych of an in- 
crease—if any—is indicated this year. But surely 
this is a matter in which the Eisenhower Ad- 
ministration, as the representative of the public, 
ought to be seriously concerned. 

In his State of the Union message earlier this 
year the Président clearly spelled out a philos- 
ophy of restraint under which “business in its 
pricing policies should avoid unnecessary price 
increases” in the ‘overriding national interest. 
Now that the steel makers.havée made clear 
their intent, the Administration é¢njoys precious 
little time between now and July 1 to imple- 
ment the Preskient’s words, 
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Some Nerve 
‘City Treasurer Join J. Dwyer's cory little 
scheme to add 35 niore jobs to his personal 


‘petronage empire ought never to have been 


introduced in the Board of Aldermen. It took 
real nerve to offer this proposition the day after 
taxpayers were told that théy face increasing 
property, gasoline and cigarette taxes mérely 
to maintain existing city servicés. 

Mr. Dwyer, whe also is. chairman of the City 
Democratic Committee,. wants to hire parking 
meter “inspectors” to replace policemen in 
enforcing: parking meter regulations. If there 
is a néed to relieve thé police—and ‘to date the 
Police Board has not mentioned it—that relief 
should be provided by employes hired within 
thé city’s Merit system, not outside it as Mr. 
Dwyer proposes—and only after an explicit 
showing that the city stood to gain substantially. 

We suspéct we lost Mr. Dwyer back there 
where those hasty words “merit system” appear. 
If inspectora have to be hired on merit Mr. 
Dwyer undoubtedly would want to forget, the 
whole business. So should the Aldermen.

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To Solve a Deadly Mystery 

The atomewas split when enough money was 
put behind the attempt. A vaccine against 
infantile paralysis was produced by concen- 
trated effort, By these same methods a break- 
through can be made in the mystery of cancer, 
believes Senator Richard L. Neuberger of Ore- 
gon, and many scientists believe it with him. 

Forty million Américans now living will have 
some form of cancer and 26,000,000 of them 
will die of it unless new preventive measures 
are found, Senator Neuberger says. .Yet all the 
money spent on research against cancer last 
year amounted to $45,000,000, or about the cost 
of one atomic submarine. In even the currently- 
proposed récord-breaking peacetimé budget of 
$72,000,000,000, the Oregonian. found that fed- 
eral funds for cancer research would be reduced 
3 per cent. 

To “amass skills and facilities of the nation’s 
laboratories on the medical mystery of cancéry’ 
Senator Neuberger has introduced a bill provid- 
ing for a crash program of half a billion dollars 
for thé National Cancer Institute. Since there 
would be no Arbitrary time limits on the use 
of the money, continuity would be assured, en- 
abling the institute to attract and train“large 
numbérs of medical researchers and keep them 
busy. 

In these days when the incidence of cancer is 
rising in ali-parts of the world, and when there 
is some question whether the fallout of the 
nuclear bombs will not add to it; a breakthrough 
on the cancer front would give the spirit of

How closely do credit men examine 
applications for consumer credit? Not 
nearly closely enough, according to one 
recent survey—based on a rather small 
sampling, to be sure. 

This evidence was compiled by Prof. 
Carl Dauten of Washington University, 
who analyzed the financial perturba- 
tions of 403 persons swamped by debt 
in St. Louis and Kansas City. 

Each had been driven to file as a 
bankrupt under the federal Bankrupt 
Act or else to ask the courts to hold 
off its creditors for three years while 
he paid them off-in dribs and drabs. 

Dauten found that most of his sub- 
jects had been sunk by excess of opti- 
mism, rather than a piling up of mi 


fortune. ’ 


As he put.it, “The cause of difficulty 
was not unusual losses, but the in- 
curring of debts which could not be 
repaid according to the terms of the 
contract at the time the bankruptcy 
was filed.” 

Only one out of 10 of the bankrupts 
had been out of work for a long time, 
and medical bilis did not emerge as 
a strong factor. 

Most of the swamped debtors were 
in low income oups—unskilled or 
semi-skilled workers earning less than 
$3000 a year. The others fell mainly 
between $3000 and $5000, with only a 
scattering of more affluent types such 
as clerks, salesmen and drivers of 
trucks and busses. 

Yet from these small acorns of in- 
come, the group had grown a massive 
oak of collective debt: $954,600, aver- 
aging a shade under $2369 apiece. 

The 403 borrowers had managed to 
spread their debt pretty far; a ma- 
jority owed something to just about 
everyone. But the bulk of the money 
was in the form of short-term and inter- 
mediate-term consume? credit, owed to 
merchants, utilities, and such financial 
institutions as banks, loan companies 
and crédit unions. Consumer finance 


companies took the worst beating 
among the financial institutions. About 
two thirds of the debtors surveyed in 
Kansas City owned money to the loan 
companies, with almost as many in St. 
Louis, And the loans weren't niggling 
in size; about half ranged from $300 
to $1000, or more. 

Dauten found several reasons to ac- 
count for the over-borrowing. Many 
of the individuals who had been al- 
lowed to pile up too much debt were 
employed by well-known companies, na- 
tional or local—which made an wtn- 
duly good impression on the lenders. 
And, Dauten noted, a few local loan 
écompanies were involved in a dispro- 
portionate number of cases. 

Summing up, he said that “the 
available evidence suggests that some 


financial institutions need to do an, 


even more effective job of checking 
en the credit of applicants for loans 
than they are doing at present.” 


At the same time, he admitted that 
not all the blame goes to the credit 
men. They are handicapped, Dauten 
said, by the very ineffective interchange 
of credit information, which’ permits 
the piling up of debt from multiple 
sourees. eee 

Some cases in Dauten’s file offer 
Yasc{nating contrasts of low ‘Income, 
heavy borrowing: 

A $3600-a-year welder owed $3895. 
Of this, medical bills accounted for 
$250, with another $1070 owed directly 
for mérchandise. On top of that, the 
welder owed $750 to a major sales fi- 
nance company for a deep freeze; and 
$1825 to three personal loan companies. 

A railway mail clerk, earning $4100 
a year, owed $1628, of which $1441 was 
spread with fine impartiality among 11 
loan companies, a bank and a credit 
union. 

A delivery service clerk—annual in- 
come $3000 — owed $2750; of which 
$2150 was scattered among 14 loan 
companies, ; ,

At intervals of barely more 
than a second, families of geese 
took off into the air, rose to a 
certain height, flew in a slight- 
ly wavering line over the water, 
with beaks and necks out- 
stretched and feet pulled in, 
and then circled and came back 
to the ground. Anser, Anatis 
and their brood all made this 
trial flight. 

To the east the sky was in- 
creasingly rosy, but the geese 
flew about for a full hour be- 
fore sunrise. Then, as if at an 
order from an invisible control 
tower, all wings ceased moving, 
and the birds stood, almost mo- 
tionless, on the ground. Sud- 
denly the sun shot like an ar- 
row over the horizon; the rosy 
tint pees to flaming red, 
and the pale sky overhead to a 
deeper blue. Abruptly a single 
goose rose into the air. In the 
light of dawn its brownish gray 
plumage was black and white as 
it hovered, shimmering, above 
the tall grass. 

Already it was not alone, for 
the signal had been given. For 
several seconds the grass and 
reeds were shaken and bent by 
a powerful downward move- 
ment of the air, as if 50 heli- 
copters had left the und to- 
gether.

with a rhythm of eight wing- 
beats to a second. The flying 
squadron’s speed was more than 
40 miles an hour. 


This is not a particularly im- 
pressive figure. For a long time 
migratory birds were credited 
with much greater speeds; but 
measurement with apparatus in 
airplanes during the last 15 
years has provided some defini- 
tive figures. The cruising speed 
of wild geese and ducks is from 
44 to 56 miles an hour; that of 
plovers from 40 to 50; that of 
swallows, from 37 to 50. Nu- 
merous smal] birds navigate at 
25, 30 and 35 miles an hour.

Peregrine falcons can descend 
upon their prey at 150 miles an 
hour, and in America one has 
been clocked at 180, a world 
record—achieved, to be sure, in 
the course of a nose dive.

The long parallel lines of the 
squadron began to break at in- 
tervals, like thread cut into 
sections by a pair of scissors. 
The space between the sections 
widened and then, in a simple, 
miraculously natural movement 
without any loss of speed, each 
section thrust a point forward 
and turned into a great flexible 
kite, with two legs, which 
opened at the rear. The whole 
sky was filled with “V”" forma- 
tions, made up of birds rowing 
with unfailingly regular strokes 
through the air. All at the same

time, the “V"s rose and drew 
nearer together, until the en- 
tire squadron took the elongated 
form of an aerial river, adapted 
to the shape of the valley. 

A straight front line had been 
well suited to flight over the 
wide spaces of the steppe. But 
the geese knew that the moun- 
tainous territory they were now 
approaching would bring all 
sorts of disturbances in the air, 
which they must be prepared 
to meet. Their aerial river trav- 
eled along directly above the 
earthly one, and the “V” forma- 
tion was intended to prevent the 
birds from disturbing one an- 
other by any irregularity of mo- 
tion. Each group flew through 
a quiet alley, as if it were ac- 
complishing the migration alone. 
From time to time the bird at 
the point of each “V” shifted to 
one side and let the other mem- 
bers pass, falling in at the end 
of one of the legs while one 
of his fellows took his place.

HE work done by our local 
Ty. M. and Y. W. C. A.’s is
